“This  will  give  students  a  chance  to 
find  out  what  we’re  all  about,”  Reeder 
said. 


CAIRO  (AP)  -  Egypt  broke 
diplomatic  relations  Monday  with  the 
five  Arab  countries  that  met  in  Libya 
to  form  a  “resistance”  front  against 
President  Anwar  Sadat’s  peace  in¬ 
itiative  with  Israel. 

A  Foreign  Ministry  spokesman 
named  the  five  nations  as  Syria,  Libya, 
Algeria,  Iraq  and  South  Yemen.  The 
move  produced  the  most  serious 
political  division  in  the  Arab  world  in 
years. 

“At  this  point  only  diplomatic  rela¬ 
tions  will  be  affected,”  the  spokesman 
said.  He  added  that  Egypt  acted  “in 
•response  to  the  decision  announced  in 
Tripoli,  Libya,  to  freeze  relations  with 
Egypt.” 

The  five  hardline  Arab  countries  and 
the  Palestine  Liberation  Organization 
met  in  Tripoli.  All  except  Iraq  agreed 
early  Monday  to  form  a  “resistance 
and  confrontation  front”  to  oppose 
Egypt’s  overtures  to  Israel  and 
denounced  Sadat’s  one-man  peace 
campaign  as  “high  treason.” 

They  also  declared  a  “freeze”  in 
relations  with  Cairo. 

Iraq,  still  feuding  with  Syria,  walked 
out  of  the  conference  without  signing 
the  communique  and  accused  Syria  of 
“capitulatory  solutions.” 

A  foreign  ministry  spokesman  said 
E^ptian  diplomats  in  the  five  coun¬ 
tries  would  be  recalled  within  24  hours 
and  “all  the  diplomats  of  the  affected 
countries  will  be  asked  to  leave  Egypt 
within  the  same  period.” 

Asked  about  possible  action  against 
the  PLO,  the  spokesman  said,  “The 


U  of  Missouri 
is  considering 
Y's  Edwards 

BYU  head  football  coach  Lavell 
Edwards  has  been  contacted  by  the 
University  of  Missouri,  but  no  formal 
offer  for  that  school’s  head  coaching 
job  has  been  made. 

Edwards  told  the  Universe  Monday 
night  he  had  flown  to  St.  Louis  Sunday 
for  a  “candid”  talk  with  Missouri  of¬ 
ficials. 

The  Cougar  grid  boss  is  one  of  five 
coaches  being  considered  for  the  Mis¬ 
souri  job,  which  opened  when  A1 
Onofrio  was  fired  in  late  November. 

Edwards  said  no  offer  had  been 
made  and  he  had  reached  no  decision 
on  the  job  if  it  were  offered.  He  said, 
however,  that  he  expects  to  hear  from 
Missouri  in  the  “next  couple  of  days.” 

“If  I  had  an  inclination  to  leave 
BYU,  Missouri  would  be  one  of  the 
places  which  would  be  very  enticing,” 
Edwards  said.  “I’m  just  not  inclined  to 
leave  now.” 

Edwards  has  put  together  back-to- 
back,  9-2  seasons,  to  become  the  win- 
ningest  coach  in  BYU  history.  His  six- 
year  record  at  BYU  is  43-24-1.  He  tur¬ 
ned  down  an  offer  from  Miami  of 
Florida  last  year. 


PLO  is  not  a  country.”  Three  top  PLO 
representatives  were  expelled  from 
Egypt  last  month  and  the  Voice  of 
Palestine  radio  station  was  closed  for 
criticizing  Sadat. 

The  four  Arab  countries  and  the 
PLO  ended  the  five-day  Libyan  con¬ 
ference  Monday  by  signing  the  anti- 
Sadat  declaration. 

Libya  had  unilaterally  severed  rela¬ 
tions  with  Egypt  when  Sadat  made  his 
historic  visit  to  Jerusalem  Nov.  19-21. 

Despite  the  harsh  rhetoric,  however, 
the  anti-Egypt  summit,  at  Syria’s  in¬ 
sistence,  had  carefully  kept  the  door 
open  for  renewed  Geneva  peace  talks 
or  other  forms  of  negotiations  with 
Israel,  with  or  without  Sadat. 

The  “hardliners”  also  had  stopped 
short  of  declaring  an  irreparable  break 
with  Egypt. 

Sadat  said  Sunday  that  the  Soviet 
Union  was  behind  the  “rubbish”  of  the 
Tripoli  summit  and  that  Egypt  could 
“punish”  the  Russians. 

Over  the  weekend,  it  was  reported 
that  Egypt  was  recalling  its  am¬ 
bassador  to  Moscow,  but  there  was  no 
immediate  indication  whether  Sadat 
was  considering  severing  his  already 


cool  diplomatic  ties  with  the  Soviet  U- 
nion. 

U.S.  officials  in  Washington  said 
Secretary  of  State  Cyrus  R.  Vance 
would  visit  Egypt,  Israel,  Jordan, 
Lebanon  and  Saudi  Arabia  beginning 
this  weekend  to  assess  prospects  for  a 
comprehensive  settlement. 

They  said  Vance  might  also  visit 
Syria  and  that  Egypt’s  mass  cutoff  of 
diplomatic  relations  would  not  affect 
the  trip. 

The  last  such  serious  break  in  Arab 
ranks  occurred  in  1971,  when  Syria  and 
Egypt  broke  relations  with  Jordan  over 
King  Hussein’s  bloody  expulsion  of 
Palestinian  guerrillas  from  his  country. 

The  Iraqis,  for  years  Syria’s  main 
Arab  rivals,  denounced  Syrian  Presi¬ 
dent  Hafez  Assad  in  Tripoli  for  what 
they  called  his  continued  faith  in 
“surrender  solutions.” 

Sadat  so  far  has  won  the  firm  sup¬ 
port  of  only  such  peripheral  Arab 
states  as  Morocco  and  Sudan. 

The  break  in  relations  seemed  to  in¬ 
dicate  Sadat  has  given  up  hope  of 
backing  from  the  “hardline’^  countries 
and  instead  will  try  to  ally  himself  with 
Saudi  Arabia  and  Jordan,  which  thus 
far  have  stayed  out  of  the  furor  over  his 
visit  to  Israel. 


Provo  BBB  chapter  closes, 
delayed  because  of  funds 


One  month  after  its  scheduled  open¬ 
ing  date,  the  Better  Business  Bureau  of 
Utah  Valley  has  temporarily  closed. 

C.  Douglas  Beardall,  chairman  of 
the  Utah  Valley  BBB  hoard  of  direc¬ 
tors,  announced  Friday  that  the  pro¬ 
ject  hasbeen  delayedheeause  the  BBB 
lacks  sufficient  operating  funds. 

The  Bureau  opened  for  business  un¬ 
der  manager  J.  H.  ‘Buss’  Whittaker  on 
Nov.  1,  without  official  confirmation 
from  the  national  BBB  or  its  Salt  Lake 
City  chapter. 

Whittaker  said  he  was  uncomfor¬ 
table  with  his  position  because  he 
really  didn’t  have  the  power  to  do 
anything  except  solicit  membership 
pledges  without  national  approval. 

Whittaker  called  Beardall  on  Nov. 


14  and  resigned.  Since  then,  all  calls  to 
the  Utah  Valley  BBB  have  been  inter¬ 
cepted  by  the  operator  and  transferred 
to  the  Salt  Lake  office. 

Beardall  said  Friday,  “a  sampling  of 
valley  businesses  was  taken  recently 
and  we  found  that  very  few  companies 
responded  to  our .  membership  re¬ 
quests.  We  contacted  160  businesses, 
and  didn’t  get  responses  from  even  half 
of  them.” 

The  BBB  is  a  non-profit  organiza¬ 
tion  that  operates  on  membership  fees. 
According  to  the  Council  of  Better 
Business  Bureaus  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  a  BBB  office  must  have  a  $40,000 
a  year  financial  base  to  meet  operating 
costs.  The  small  Utah  Valley  office 
could  operate  on  about  $14,000,  Bear¬ 
dall  said,  but  pledges  have  not  even 
come  close  to  that  amount.

Feibusch  reported  that  28  of  the  ap¬ 
proximately  1,800  mines  operated  by 
BCOA  companies  were  shut  down 
Monday  by  miners  getting  a  head  start 
on  the  strike. 

But  he  said  more  miners  were  work¬ 
ing  than  had  been  expected  on  the  last 
day  of  the  expiring  contract.  He  at¬ 
tributed  the  number  of  mines  still  open 
to  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  miners  to 
earn  one  more  day’s  wages  before  tbe 


strike  began. 

The  most  immediate  impact  of  a 
strike  would  be  on  the  miners  and  their 
families.  UMW  miners  would  lose  their 
daily  wages  of  about  $60  a  day,  and 
health  benefits  for  themselves,  their 
dependents  and  their  retired 
colleagues  also  would  be  cut  off. 

Industry  officials  say  coal’s  best 
customers,  utility  plants  and  steel 
mills,  have  laid  in  stockpiles  large 


enough  to  last  several  weeks.  Govern¬ 
ment  officials  say  a  strike  would  not  be 
the  national  problem  it  was  in  years 
past. 

All  sides  reported  over  the  weekend 
that  there  had  been  serious  discussions 
on  issues  including  the  union’s  de¬ 
mand  for  limited  right-to-strike  over 
local  issues  at  individual  mines  and  its 
demand  for  the  refinancing  of  its 
depleted  health  and  pension  funds. 


Coal  strike  will  have  minor  effects 
on  area  operations,  officials  predict 


The  10th  nationwide  coal  strike  in  40  years  won’t  have  a 
disastrous  effect  oh  the  operations  of  this  area,  according  to 
local  officials. 

Leonard  Madsen,  engineering  manager  of  Provo’s  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Utilities,  said  the  city  has  a  contract  with  the 
Bureau  of  Reclamation  to  supply  all  its  power  needs  until 
the  summer.  After  that,  he  said,  the  city  bas  approximately 
400  tons  of  coal  in  reserve  which  should  last  another  90  days. 

BYU  has  continued  a  program  within  the  counsel  of  the 
First  Presidency  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  in  stockpiling  at  least  a  one-year’s  supply  of  coal, 
Harold  J.  Anderson,  assistant  director  of  the  physical  plant, 
said. 

BYU  obtains  its  reserve  through  the  Church’s  welfare 
department  which  shares  its  supply  with  a  few  coal-buming 
chapels  and  other  institutions,  Anderson  said. 

As  negotiators  met  in  the  final  hours  of  the  current  con¬ 
tract,  Utah  Highway  Patrolmen  were  on  standby  for  word  of 
strike  action  by  Utah  coal  workers  from  14  mines. 

Carbon  County  law  officials  are  concerned  about  possible 
violence  if  350  non-union  miners  try  to  work  in  independent 


Lt.  LaMar  Horrocks,  division  commander  of  Utah  State 
Highway  Patrol,  said  Utah  County  was  prepared  to  provide 
back-up  assistance  if  requested  by  the  sheriffs  of  the  respec¬ 
tive  counties  affected. 

This  assistance  would  not  include  providing  an  “escort 
service”  to  those  people  wishing  to  get  in  to  work  at  the 
mines,  Horrocks  said,  but  rather  enforcing  laws  and  ensur¬ 
ing  that  highways  were  not  blocked  or  barricaded. 

Utah  County  would  have  10  men  and  two  sergeants 
available  to  help,  he  said.  He  said  he  believed  Salt  Lake 
County  would  be  providing  approximately  the  same  force. 

Bill  Jones,  president  of  District  22,  United  Mine  Workers 
of  America,  said  the  strike  would  involve  approximately  2,- 
300  Utah  workers  and  would  last  “at  least  a  couple  of 
months.” 

The  last  union  strike,  in  1974,  lasted  42  days.  The  longest, 
in  1946,  ran  59  days. 

Union  demands  include  an  increase  in  the  miners’  wages 
of  more  than  $60  a  day,  the  right  to  strike  at  individual 
mines  and  refinancing  of  the  depleted  health  and  pension 
funds. 

There  would  be  “peaceful  picketing,”  Jones  said. 


Funds  unavailable 
for  dredging  study 


Consulting  Industries,  a  Provo 
management  firm,  has  been  advised 
by  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  that 
funds  are  not  available  for  a 
proposed  feasibility  study  of  dredg¬ 
ing  Utah  Lake. 

Doug  Warren,  management  con¬ 
sultant  of  Consulting  Industries,  in¬ 
troduced  his  company’s  “Geneva- 
Utah  Lake  Development  Project” 
last  May,  which  called  for  dredging 
to  the  hard  pan  base  of  the  lake,  ap¬ 
proximately  30-40  feet  below  tbe 
present  lake  bottom. 

The  landfill  thus  obtained  would 
create  40,000  acres  of  developable 
land  by  reclaiming  land  currently 
covered  by  the  lake. 

The  proposed  development  pro¬ 
ject,  the  Ute  Indian  Unit  of  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Utah  Project,  would  establish 
marinas,  islands  and  bays,  and 
would  be  funded  in  part  from  the 
sale  of  reclaimed  lands  to  users  and 
developers. 

Its  plans  allow  for  extension  of 
runways  and  “needed  improve¬ 
ment”  at  the  Provo  airport  on  the 
reclaimed  land  mass. 

Warren  discussed  the  possibility 
of  Central  Utah  Project  funds  being 
used  to  make  a  study  of  dredging 
the  lake  with  Sheldon  H.  Talbot, 
chief  of  the  plan  formulation  branch 
of  Provo’s  Bureau  of  Reclamation 
office.  Talbot  informed  Warren  in  a 
Nov.  1  meeting  that  the  federal 
funds  being  used  by  his  Ute  Indian 
Planning  Team  could  not  legally  be 
used  for  any  study  outside  tbe 
Uinta  Basin. 

Talbot  said  Warren  had  the  op¬ 
tion  of  waiting  for  two  years  from 
now  when  his  team  begins  a  study 
of  the  Wasatch  Front  to  apply  for 
funds  to  do  the  study.  The  develop¬ 
ment  plan  calls  for  construction  to 
begin  in  April  1979. 

The  project  has  received 
preliminary  endorsement  from  the 
Utah  County  Commission,  Provo 
Mayor  Russell  D.  Grange,  Orem 
Mayor  James  E.  Mangum  and  Salt 
Lake  City  Mayor  Ted  Wilson. 
Mangum  said  the  development 
“has  the  potential  of  creating  an  at¬ 
tractive  recreational  and  aesthetic 
environment.” 

Talbot,  however,  pointed  out  that 


billions  of  dollars  would  be  required 
to  dredge  the  lake. 

“Furthermore,  land  is  not  a 
premium  in  Utah  as  it  is  in  the 
Philippines  or  Hong  Kong  where  it 
sells  by  the  square  foot,”  he  said.  “If 
people  want  land,  there  is  plen|;y  for 
them  to  buy  in  new  communities 
like  Alpine  or  Highland.” 

At  tbe  Utah  County  Commission 
meeting  Nov.  21,  Warren  told  the 
Commission  he  felt  a  feasibility 
study  should  be  done  with  regard  to 
the  dredging  of  Utah  Lake  as  an 
alternative  to  CUP  plans  for 
recreational  development  of  the 
lake.  He  said  he  did  not  know  of 
such  a  study  ever  having  been  done 
by  a  state  agency. 

Warren  asked  the  Commission  to 
join  him  in  meeting  with  Lynn 
Ludlow,  president  of  the  CUP  Con¬ 
servancy  District,  to  examine  the 
possibility  of  obtaining  District 
funds  for  such  a  study.  The  Com¬ 
mission  agreed  and  asked  Warren  to 
schedule  the  meeting  for  mid- 
December. 

Warren  also  asked  the  Commis¬ 
sion  to  consider  budgeting  some 
funds  for  the  study  S'  it  can  be 
realized. 

The  U.S.  Steel  Corp.  refused  to 
discuss  cooperation  on  the  project 
with  Warren.  The  development 
would  provide  funds  to  aid  U.S. 
Steel  in  controlling  lake  pollution 
and  removing  water,  air  and  visual 
impairments. 

The  corporation  asked  Con¬ 
sulting  Industries  to  remove  the  ap¬ 
pellation  “Geneva”  from  the  pro¬ 
ject’s  name. 

However,  David  Bigler,  director 
of  public  affairs  for  U.S.  Steel’s 
Mountain  States  division,  said  that 
since  Geneva  was  originally  the 
name  of  a  Utah  Lake  resort,  there  is 
no  legal  right  to  have  the  name 
removed. 

“It  is  beyond  our  capability  to 
participate,”  Bigler  said.  “We  don’t 
want  to  be  associated  with  it  in  any 
way,  shape  or  form.” 

He  explained  that  U.S.  Steel  has 
a  “large  enough  assignment”  right 
now  to  keep  up  with  the  competi¬ 
tion  in  steel  manufacturing  in  the 
mountain  states,  especially  with  the 
current  crisis  with  competition  from 
foreign  import  steel.

Drug  abusers  topic  of  conference 


LDS  officials  from  Utah  County  met  with 
other  clergymen  Saturday  to  learn  how  to 
deal  with  drug  abusers. 

The  two-day  conference  was  sponsored 
by  Utah  County  Council  on  Drug  Abuse 
Rehabilitation  (UCCODAR),  commonly 
known  as  “The  Gathering  Place.” 

Mike  Woolcott,  community  relations 
director,  said  the  purpose  of  the  workshop 
was  to  “help  them  get  to  know  us,  verbalize 
concerns  and  build  relationships.”  Friday’s 
workshop  was  directed  toward  women  in 
the  community,  while  Saturday’s  was  for 
clergymen. 


Stake  and  ward  officers  from  Provo  and 
Orem  joined  representatives  from  the 
Church  of  Christ  and  the  Reorganized 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints.  Other  organizations  included  Utah 
County  Crisis  Line,  Utah  State  Prison, 
LDS  Social  Services,  Odyssey  House,  Pro¬ 
ject  Reality,  Alpine  House,  Alcoholic 
Recovery  Center,  and  Salt  Lake  County 
agencies. 

About  40  participants  attended  the 
Saturday  session  and  about  80  were  there 
Friday.  No  officials  from  BYU 'stakes  or 
branches  attended. 


“We  need  to  take  a  driver’s  test  before  we 
drive.  Yet  almost  none  of  us  have  taken  a 
course  in  parenting,”  Dorothy  Harrison,  a 
social  worker  from  Salt  Lake  County,  said. 

UCCODAR  began  five  years  ago  as  an  in¬ 
formal  self-help  program  with  local  citizens 
and  BYU  staff  members,  Woolcott  said. 
“The  motivation  was  to  get  kids  out  of  the 
drug  scene  and  back  into  the  LDS  Church.” 

“The  Gathering  Place  is  one  of  the  more 
successful  drug  programs.  Statistically,  we 
are  on  top,”  Bart  Fenton,  a  former  head 
counselor,  said.  He  added  that  52  percent  of 
clients  discharged  since  1974  are  drug  free.

But,  during  the  weekend  someone  tossed  a  gar¬ 
bage  can  through  the  store’s  front  glass  doors  and 
ran  off  with  the  jug  and  some  other  items, 
authorities  said. 


Two  missionaries  asphyxiated 


BLACKBURN,  England  (AP)  —  Two  Mormon 
Church  missionaries  were  found  dead  Sunday  of  ap¬ 
parent  carbon  monoxide  poisoning  in  their  apart¬ 
ment  in  Blackburn,  England.

President  N.  Eldon  Tanner 
has  served  with  four  LDS  church 
presidents  and  is  one  of  the 
greatest  counselors  to  ever  serve 
in  the  First  Presidency,  said 
Elder  Marvin  J.  Ashton,  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve,  at  Sun¬ 
day  night’s  12-Stake  Fireside. 

President  Tanner,  originally 
scheduled  to  speak  at  the 
fireside,  became  ill  with  a  bad 
cold,  according  to  Elder  Ashton, 
and  was  unable  to  make  the  trip 
to  Provo. 

President  Tanner  is  home 
resting  with  “a  touch  of  the  flu, 
and  he’s  still  a  bit  under  the 
weather,”  Jerry  Cahill,  director 
of  press  relations  for  the  public 
communications  department  of 
the  LDS  Church,  said  Monday. 

“If  he  knew  that  I  was  going  to 
talk  about  him,  he  would  disap¬ 
prove,”  Elder  Ashton  said  at  the 
fireside. 

Speaking  of  his  “traits  and 
strengths  of  humility,”  Elder 
Ashton  said  President  Tanner 
has  been  called  to  serve  in 
various  capacities  of  church 
leadership. 


President  Tanner  always  asks 
himself,  “What  am  I  doing  here? 
I  don’t  know  why  I’ve  been 
called.”  But  he  refers  to  the 
scripture  found  in  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  112:10,  for  guidance. 
“Be  thou  humble;  and  the  Lord 
thy  God  shall  lead  thee  by  the 
hand,  and  give  thee  answer  to 
thy  prayers.” 

President  Tanner  is  known  for 
his  “virtue  and  integrity,”  Elder 
Ashton  pointed  out.  He  is  a 
“man  of  few  words  and  much 

Eerformance.  I  have  never  seen 
im  when  he  wasn’t  a  gen¬ 
tleman.” 

Elder  Ashton  related  an  inci¬ 
dent  that  occured  in  Canada  20 
years  ago  in  which  President 
Tanner  and  Elder  Ashton  and 
several  branch  members  were 
supposed  to  have  a  meeting 
beginning  at  7  p.m.  Elder 
Ashton  was  to  meet  President 
Tanner  for  the  first  time.  When  7 
p.m.  came  only  those  two  were 
there.  Elder  Ashton  asked  Presi¬ 
dent  Tanner  what  to  do  and  he 
replied,  “You’re  here.  I’m  here, 
let’s  begin.” 

“Elder  Tanner  is  a  friend  to 
members  and  nonmembers 


alike,”  Elder  Ashton  said.  “He  is 
a  lifter,  builder,  and  leader.” 
President  Tanner  is  comfortable 
in  any  type  of  setting,  and 
always  tries  to  leave  a  better 
feeling  when  he  leaves  rather 
than  when  he  came  in. 

Elder  Ashton  related  an  inci¬ 
dent  in  which  President  Tanner 
asked  to  have  arrangements 
made  for  an  inmate  at  the  Utah 
State  Prison  to  come  out  of  max- 
imun  security  to  talk  with  him 
on  the  telephone.  President  Tan¬ 
ner’s  attitude  toward  all  people. 
Elder  Ashton  said,  is,  “Let’s  see 
what  we  can  do  to  help  them.” 

President  Tanner  is  a  man  of 
“vision  and  vigor.  I’ve  never  met 
a  man  that  has  greater  wisdom 
or  wit  than  him,”  Elder  Ashton 
added. 

A  favorite  comment  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Tanner’s  is  “All  we  have  to 
do  is  what  is  right,”  Elder 
Ashton  said. 

“Elder  Tanner  is  a  great  hus¬ 
band,  wonderful  father,  and 
worthy  son.” 

On  one  occasion  President 
Tanner’s  daughter  and  a 
girlfriend  were  going  to  a  party 
with  their  dates.  When  the  dates 


arrived.  President  Tanner 
visited  with  the  two  couples  and 
said,  “Now  have  a  good  time. 
Have  the  best  time  of  your  lives. 
But  tomorrow,  next  week,  next 
month,  next  year,  or  ten  years 
from  now,  will  you  be  able  to 
look  back  and  say,  ‘I  had  a  good 
time  and  have  nothing  to  be 
sorry  about?’  ” 

“Elder  Tanner  is  selfless  in 
service,”  according  to  Elder 
Ashton.  Some  time  ago  Presi¬ 
dent  Tanner  had  just  built  a  new 
house.  Before  the  paint  had 
dried,  he  had  accepted  a  mission 
call  to  Great  Britain. 

President  Tanner  is  a  “man  of 
men”  in  church,  business,  and 
society.  Elder  Ashton  said. 
“Elder  Tanner  is  always  asking 
himself,  have  I  done  any  good  in 
the  world?” 

Elder  Ashton  asked,  “Who 
among  earthly  men  knows  the 
Prophet  better  than  President 
Tanner?  Elder  Tanner  is  a  man 
who  rightly  sits  on  the  right- 
hand  side  of  President  Kimball.” 

“I  promise  you  success  and 
happiness  in  life  if  you  follow  his 
example,”  Elder  Ashton  said.

The  park  land  now  reverts  back  to  the  city’s  con¬ 
trol.  We  are  going  to  abandon  the  whole  park  as  a 
park  site,”  Giles  said.

Complicatioris  with  sanitary  facilities  and  the 
possible  widening  of  the  road  through  the  canyon 
brought  about  the  decision  to  close  the  park,  the 
commission  said.  The  park  facilities  will  be 
relocated  when  a  new  spot  is  chosen. 

The  commission  also  approved  a  building  project 
bid  awarded  earlier  Monday  morning.  The  bid  was 
awarded  to  Geneva  Rock  Products  Co.  of  Provo  for 
the  construction  of  Grandview  area  park  improve¬ 
ments.  The  low  bid  was  $250,355. 

Improvements  are  planned  for  the  Grandview, 
Rotary  and  Lions’  Club  parks  to  be  paid  for  with 
part  of  a  Local  Public  Works  grant  through  the 
federal  Economic  Development  Administration 
(EDA). 

Several  improvements  that  were  originally  to  be 
funded  with  the  federal  money  had  to  be  eliminated, 
Giles  said. 


Asphalt  paving  and  picnic  pavilions  at  all  of  the 
parks,  and  backstops,  dugouts,  volleyball  and  hor¬ 
seshoe  courts  at  Grandview  Park  were  removed  from 
EDA  grant  funding.  Provo  will  have  to  pay  for  these 
improvements  with  its  own  money,  Giles  said. 

Grant  requirements  that  the  work  be  contracted 
out  at  prevailing  wages  and  involve  minority 
business  enterprises  brought  the  costs  up,  said  Lee 
Wimmer,  Horrocks  and  Associates  consultant  to  the 
city  engineer.

“Yukon  Passage,”  a 
National  Geographic 
presentation,  will  be 
presented  today  at  8 
p.m.  on  KBYU,  channel 
11. 

The  show  will  be 
hosted  by  E.G.  Marshall 
and  narrated  by  Jimmy 
Stewart. 

It  tells  the  story  of  a 
legendary  trail  traveled 
by  thousands  of  fortune 
seekers  in  the  late  1800’s 
who  stampeded  to  the 
Yukon,  rumored  to  be  a 
“River  of  Gold.”  Keith 
Tryck,  surveyor;  Bob 
Clark,  photographer; 
Paul  (jrews,  professional 
skier;  and  Jerry  Wallace, 
a  logger,  ventured  out  to 
challenge  the  Yukon  in 
the  manner  of  the  old 
prospectors. 

To  see  the  Yukon  as 
others  saw  it  more  than 
three-quarters  of  a  cen¬ 
tury  ago,  the  four 
followed  the  route  and 
used  the  techniques  of 
the  early  gold  prospec¬ 
tors! 

The  foursome’s  travels 
took  eight  months 
through  nearly  2,000 
miles  of  wild  terrain  in 
western  Canada  and 
Alaska.  They  battled 


swift  currents  on  a  raft 
38  feet  long  and  20  feet 
wide  on  one  leg  of  the 
trip. 

The  final  500-mile  leg 
of  the  Yukon  Passage 
was  made  on  dog  sled 
and  led  by  Eskimo 
Charlie  Fitka.  Villages 
were  few  and  averaged 
25  miles  apart.  For  160 
miles,  there  were  no 
villages  at  all.  Travel  on 
sled  proved  to  be  ar¬ 
duous,  for  often  the  snow 
drifted  too  deep,  the  load 
became  too  heavy  for  the 
dogs,  or  the  sleds  slipped 
off  the  track.

HARU,  Malaysia  (AP)  —  Police  and  government 
investigators  grimly  searched  a  square-mile  area  of 
swamp  Monday  for  bodies  and  clues  to  what  hap¬ 
pened  in  the  minutes  before  a  hijacked  Malaysian 
jetliner  blew  up  in  flight  and  crashed,  killing  all  100 
ahoflrf].  At.  ««  « 


aboard.  At  least  one  American  was  identified  as  a 
passenger. 

The  task  seemed  insurmountable  —  rescue 
workers  found  nothing  more  than  pieces  of  victims, 
the  largest  part  of  the  plane  recovered  was  two  feet 
long,  and  the  plane’s  “black  box’’  flight  recorder  ap-  , 
peared  lost. 

The  crash  killed  all  93  passengers  and  seven  crew 
members  aboard  the  flight  from  the  Malaysian 
resort  island  of  Penang  to  the  capital  city  of  Kuala 


Lumpur  to  Singapore.  All  but  about  20  of  the 
passengers  were  Malaysians. 

Two  of  the  foreign  passengers  were  identified  as 
World  Bank  officials  from  Washington  —  O.D. 
Hoerr,  41,  identified  by  the  bank  as  an  American 
education  planner,  and  S.S.  Naime,  47,  a  senior 
architect  from  Afghanistan. 

The  twin-jet  Boeing  737  “disappeared,  the  metal 
shattered  and  the  whole  thing  broke  up  into  many 
small  pieces,’’  Malaysian  Interior  Minister  Ghazali 
Shafie  said. 


Kuala  Lumpur  airport  sources  said  the  jet  was 
commandeered  by  Japanese  Red  Army  terrorists. 
Malaysian  Airlines  officials  said  the  pilot  radioed 
that  the  plane  had  been  hijacked,  but  they  said  they 


could  not  confirm  the  identity  or  nu 
jackers. 

Japanese  Embassy  sources  in  Kuala  I 
quoted  by  Tokyo  newspapers  as  saying  t 
able  to  obtain  any  information  pointin] 
ment  by  the  Red  Army,  which  last  Se 
jacked  a  Japanese  plane  over  India. 

Some  Japanese  papers  speculated  tl 
may  have  resulted  from  domestic  politi 
in  Malaysia.

It  is  probably  safe  to  assume 
that  if  Haley  had  "done  his  genealogy,"  as  most 
people  conceive  that  enterprise  to  be,  he  would 
have  ended  up  with  a  very  thin  Book  of  Remem¬ 
brance  indeed,  and  neither  he  nor  Roots  would  be 
known  beyond  the  limits  of  his  personal  friends, 
much  less  as  far  away  as  the  banks  of  the  Gambia 
River.  The  case  for  family  history  as  oppoed  to 
genealogy  has  been  made.  If  we  are  going  to  bring 
them  back,  let's  bring  them  back  alive!
